Will Come from Death 
Cell to Hear Appeal 
Against ‘His Sentence 


Seeking to, bring fresh evidence 
before the Appeal Court of Alberta on 
behalf of Vilhelm Einar Hansen, now 
lodged in Fort Saskatchewan jail un- 
der sentence of death for the murder 
of William Edgar Falkner, C. C. Me- 
Caul, K.C., on Monday applied for per- 
mission of the court to call the pris- 
oner to give evidence on his own be- 
halt. Mr. McCaul. also made applica- 
tion to have witnesses called who did 
not give evidence before at the trial. 

Judgment of the court upon both 
points were reserved until Thursday, 
when the appeal is to be heard  be- 
fore the five justices pf the appellate 
division of the supreme court. Mr. 
McCaul stated that he was making 
the appeal on both facts and law and 
therefore the prisoner was entitled to 
be present. Accordingly the court 
gave John Rae, the sheriff, under 
whose custody the prisoner now lies 
in the death cell, an order to produce 
the prisoner Hansen at the hearing 
on Thursday. Hugh C. Macdonald, 
K.C., counsel for the crown at the 
trial, acquiesced in the latter request. 

Hansen was tried at Wetaskiwin 
for the Sylvan Lake murder of Nov. 
ember 9, 1923. No evidence was pro- 
duced at the trial on behalf of the 
accused other than what was adduced 
from the evidence given by crown wit- 
nesses. The accused did not take the 
stand at that time. The jury gave a 
verdict of “guilty of murder” and Mr. 
Justice Ives sentenced the prisoner to 
be hanged on May 1. 

The appeal court yesterday ordered 
a2 copy of all evidence given at the 
Wetaskiwin trial on Feb. 12. The 
trial had first been called for Red 
Deer, but the change cf venue was 
granted. Copies of all the evidence 
will be received Wednesday and read 
by the court in preparation for the 
hearing of the appeal the following 
day. 

Under the recent amendments to 
the criminal code of Canada which 
makes the appeal by a condemned man 
possible in the courts of the province, 
the court may do tour things. They 
may confirm the conviction, acquit the 
accused, reduce the charge to man- 
slaguhter, or order a new trial.

EXAM. FEES TO 
BE INCREASED 


Edmonton, Feb. 28—Increased — ex- 
amination fees for the annual depart- 
mental examinations are announced 
by Hon. Perren Baker, minister of ed- 
ucation, to take efect this year. 

There will be a fee of $1.00 for the 
grade VIII examination, $5.00 each 
for grade IX and X, and $7.00 each 
for grade XI and XII. There will be 
no change in the fee for the commer- 
cial examination. 

The former schedule of fees was: 
grade VIII, no fee; grade IX no exam- 
ination; grade X $3.00; grade XI and 
XII, $5.00, 

This year at least, there will also 
be compulsory examinations for all 
students completing grade 1X. This 
becomes necessary, with the introduc- 
tion of the new course of study, as it 
will be essential to set up some defin- 
ite standard of acquirement in the 
various subjects, before students may 
be passed from grade IX to grade X 
without examination, as a result of 
the standard of work maintained dur- 
ing the year, 

There will be no change in the pres- 
ent system of promotion without 
examination in grades VIII and X, 
which came in vogue some three or 
four years ago, as a result of agitation 
to do away with examinations, and to 
allow the work of the year to form the 
basis of promotion.

to cost the people of the United 
States $10,000,000 every Saturday 
night instead of every year. If prohi- 
bition really prohibited, it would be 
a wonderful thing—and remarkably 
cheap at the price. But it will cost 
jnfinitely more than $10,000,000 a year 
to get the appetite out of the Ameri- 
¢an people. And until that appetite 
38 gone, all the laws and enforcement 
levies that Washington can make 
will not have much effect upon the 
situation. 


Expenditures on legislative salaries 
in the provinces of Canada total $2,- 
$31,360, says the Calgary Herald. That 
sum does not go to staffs, only for 
cabinet ministers, members of legisla- 
tive bodies, speakers, and so on. Com- 
paring Alberta with the rich, populous 
and settled province of Ontario, it is 
found that the per capita cost of leg- 
islators is .0S8 in Ontario and .37 in 
Alberta. Indeed, Alberta’s expense in 
this connection is the highest in the 
dominion. Ontario pays her premier 
$9,000, and Alberta $8,500. Ontario 
has nine ministers at $6,000 each, 
and we have eight at $6,000. Alberta’s 
speaker is paid $100 a year less than 
the Ontario speaker, or $2,500. On- 
tario pays the members of the legisla- 
ture $1,400 a year. Alberta, with a 
freer use of the people’s money, and 
‘and having no doubt, a considerably 
higher standard’ of brain power in its 
legislature, pays the members $2,000 
a year. So that, all in all, while On-| 
tario has 111 members, and Alberta 
only 61, the total spent on legislative | 
salaries in Ontario is $231,000 and in 
Alberta $200,000. Saskatchewan pays 
her legislators $1,800 a year and Mani- 
toba $1,500. Saskatchewan’s bill for 
these services, with two more mem- 
bers than Alberta, is $32,100 less than 
the bill of this province.—Ex.

Gazette, published by the Dominion 
department of agriculture, reproduces 
statistics compiled by the International 
Institute of Agriculture showing the 
amount of wheat grown last year in 
all the important producing countries, 
as nearly as that can be learned from 
official reports and estimates. 


‘The world over, 217 million acres 
of land were under wheat last year. 
Of this amount more than one-tenth, 
of twenty-two million acres, represent 
the Canadian crop acreage. Only two 
countries in the world had more land 
under wheat crop, excepting possibly 
Russia, from which no figures were 
available. Wheat acreage in the Uni- 
ted States was more than two and a 
half times that of Canada, 58 millions, 
while India had 30 million acres 
The Argentine 
had 17 million acres, and Australia 
19 millions. France was the only 
country in Europe, Russia’ excepted, 
whose wheat area could compare at 
all with that of the Dominion, the 
republic having an acreage of more 
than 13 millions. That, by the way, 
illustrates why France is never men- 
tioned when Europe is being surveyed 
for possible markets for Canadian 
wheat. France supplies its own re- 
quirements in that respect, with the 
assistance of imported supplies from 
its colonies across the Mediterranean. 


On this “field” of 217 million acres 


j there were produced 3,460 million bus- 


hels. Of this the United States farm- 
er grew 785 million bushels. Canada, 
though third in acreage, was second 
in yield with 469) million bushels, In- 
dia came next with 369 millions, then 
Argentina with 248 millions, and Aus- 
tralia with 120 millions. With Russia 
left out, Europe, it is interesting to 
note, despite its density of population, 
small farms and highly diversified 
production, grew more than one-third 
the world total of wheat, or 1,264 mil- 
lion bushels. Even excluding the 
Russian territorities, that thickly pop- 
ulated “old” continent is by no means 
inhabited by people who have to im- 
port all, or even the bulk of their 
wheat. In fact the estimated require- 
ments of all the important countries in 
the world is put at 717 million bush- 
els, or only two-thirds of the amount 
that was grown in southern and west- 
ern Europe. 


Against that world demand the great} 


producing countries have a surplus 


over home requirements of 950 million| 
| bushels, 


leaving a balance of more 
than 200 million bushels for which 
there is no market in sight. The ad- 
visability of trying to find buyers on 
the other side of the Pacific for Al- 
berta wheat is obvious. 


When it comes to the yield per acre! 


from wheat land Canada has little to 
boast about, and the United States 
less. Last year the crop of the Do- 
minion averaged 20.8 bushels per acre, 
and that of the United States 13.4. 
At that, Canada’s yield per acre, was 
more than 50 per cent better than 
the average over a five-year period, 
while that of the United States was 
fractionally worse. 

Some comparisons show how poor a 
showing this continent is making in 
per acre production. Taking the five- 
year period from 1917 to 1921, the 
farmers of Denmark beat the world 
with an average of 43.9 bushels to the 
acre sown. The Netherlands came 
next with 37.5 bushels. Then Belgium 
with 35.6 bushels; England and 
Wales with 31.2; Switzerland with 31; 
New Zealand with 28.5; Germany 26.4; 
Sweden 26.2; Egypt 25.2. Canada's 
average over this five-year period was 
12.8 bushels per acre; that of the Uni- 
ted States 13.7,

MORE SCHOOLS OPEN 
IN RURAL ALBERTA 


The annual report of the depart- 
ment of education which was tabled 
by the Hon. Perren Baker, minister of 
Education, in the legislature Monday 
afternoon shows an increase in the 
number of public schools operated in 
the province last year of 134 over 
1922, According to the report the 
number of days the schools were oper- 
ated was increased by five and seven 
tenths, while the average number of 
days pupils attended was increased by 
two, indicating a decided improvement 
in the educational work of the pro-i 
vince during the vear. 

The number of schools operated in 
1922 was 2,861 and in 1923, 2,995. The 
schools were kept open for an «ayer: 
age of 178.9 days for 1923 in compar: 


ison to 184.6 the previous year. In: 
1923 4729 rooms were operated in! 
eomparison to 4,854 in 1922. There 


was an increase in the average num- 
ber of days the pupils attended from

HAIL INSURANCE ACT UNDER 
FIRE IN THE LEGISLATURE | 


Edmonton, March 4.—The  agricul- 
tural committee of the legislature had 
the draft of the new Hail Insurance’ 
act under consideration yesterday. A 
H. Tovell, manager of the Hail Insur- 
ance Board, was present and explain- 
ed the changes contemplated, chief 
of which are the sections. dealing with | 
non-insurance, insurance of crops over! 
one year in arrears, and the adoption 
of a sliding scale of premiums on, 
crops hailed, | 

The non-insurance of crops in ar. 
rears was the result of an pares 
to ensure proper safeguards. Mr. o-| 
yell explained that it might be possi- 
ble to work up to a point where one- | 
half of the premium would be requir: 
ed at the time insurance was written. 
It would be some time, however, be- 
fore that would be possible. 

The adoption of a sliding scale was 
rendered necessary because some} 
districts seemed to be more suscep- 
tible to hail than others. This scale 
will be divided into five rates, the rirst| 
to be a minimum, the second one per | 
cent higher, and so on co the ral 
mum of four per cent higher than the 
minimum. These scales will be based 
on the amount of damage done by hail 
on the land insured, 

Interesting cemparisons were given) 
by Mr. Tovell in response lo questions 
showing the progress of cooperative 
hail insurance in the province.

In this connection Mr. Stewart in- 
stanced the case of the agricultural 
development of the United States and 
Canada, and the influence that each 
country had exerted upon the other 
with espect to the advance, first of 
pioneer settlement, and later of per- 
manent agriculture. Mr. Stewart re- 
called that through a long series of 
decades there was an almost constant 
stream of Canadian farmers of the 
best pioneer stock flowing in to build 
up the immense agricultural domain 
bse the states of the west and middle 
west. They joined forces in Michigan 
and Kansas and Nebraska with the 
army of landseekers from the Ohio 
valley and from east of the Alleghan- 
ies and Appalachians. Later, not so 
many years ago, the advance of land 
settlement swept northward to the 
prairies of western Canada and the 
United States’ settler became one of 
the chief factors in the colonization 
of what were now the provinces of 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta. 

“Great as are our Common interests 
along the border,” seid Mr, Stewart, 
“there is nothing in our cooperative 
boundary undertakings to compare 
in international importance with the 
mutual ebb and flow of pioneer stock 
to build up the farming communities, 
first of one country and then of the! 
other.” 

Touching very briefly on the sub-

Nobody was very rich and no one very 
poor, and there seemed to pervade a 
sort of Christian communism; we 
| helped one another. 

| Did a new settler build a house? We 
jhad a bee. Was one sick? Someone 
‘felt it a duty to set up with him and 
ing his chores. Did some one die? 
| Some neighbor performed — the last 
;sad necessities for burial. We didn't 
‘eare much for theology, but just help- 
ed to bear one another's burdens. 

The wet years were 1899 and a 
number of succeeding years. The riv- 
ers were swift and full to overflowing 
in the latter part of June and to the 
middle of July. Bridges were few 
and miles distant, the fords were 
shifty and not always safe. 

Frank, a young fellow of about 25, 
had a job of breaking some land on 
the other side of the river. He had a 
saddle pony and desired to get to his 
work on the other side, Although his 
friends thought it risky, yet Frank 
thought his pony would catry him 
safely across the ford. Some wanted 
him to catch hold of the pony's tail 
and let the pony tow him across, But 
Frank mounted his trusty saddle 
horse and waded in, About half way 
across the pony lost its footing and 
rolled over. Frank was thrown off 
and came up on the gravel bar, but 
he seemed to have got a kick from 
the horse that dazed him. The water 
on the bar was a little above — his 
waist. He stood for a moment and 
then fell over into the swift current 
and was seen no more. 

Next year a settler was compelled 
to cross from the other side to get 
some provisions, for the children had 
to have something to eat and 
“Men must work and women 

weep, 
“Though the river bar be foaming.” 

He tried the ford with a team and 
wagon, but, unfortunately, did * not 
chain his wagon box on, and it float- 
ed off and capsized, The team, with 
the bare wagon, was found next day 
on the shore, and poor Bert was found 
some weeks afterwards about 18 miles 
further down. 

About two weeks after poor Frank 
was drowned, we were having a 
Twelfth of July picnic in a grove 
when word came that Frank had been 
found, caught in the branches of an 
overhanging spruce. There was only 
one thing to do—go and get him be- 


must 


fore the swift) current swept him 
away, : 
We had no undertakers. Neighbors 


felt it a sacred duty to help one an- 
other. To have offered money would 
have been an insult. Burying our 
dead had not as yet been commercial- 
ized for profit’s sake. I do not cast 
any reflection on undertakers. 
They are a necessity in the crowded 
cities, but we did these things out of 
| neighborly sympathy. 
|} While we had our little “God's acre” 
I come miles further down, yet many of 
ithe pioneers said: 
“T want no silver mounted hearse, 
But just a student preacher read a 
bit of Scripture verse, 
And find some sunny hillside where 
the water willow leans, 
And plant me on my homestead, 
where | hustled in my peans.” 
| And here and there as one travels 
eaten the country may be seen a 
small plot about four feet by twelve, 
fenced off with spruce poles and in 
it some pioneer sleeps. 
Two or three of us at once left the 
picnic and went some distance down 
the river, and lodged in the branches 
were the remains of poor Frank. One 
of us crawled out on the overhanging 
| trunk and slipped a rope around an 
jarm and we slowly towed him to the 
shore. We put a sheet under him and 
placed him on an old stable door and 
{took him to an uninhabited shack 
| close by. 
_The task was a gruesome one at 
best, but the pioneer spirit of brother- 
hood demanded it be done. Some one 
of the neighbors drove 30 miles—-15 
each way—for a coffin, and Pioneer D, 
and myself were detailed to do the 
rest that evening in the shack. 
While T am not a total abstainer, 
yet I have never been accused of 
drinking, but a bottle of good Scotch 
was never so welcome as on that oc:

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Coastal Indians of Mysterious Origin |

HE Indians of coastal British Columbia are un- 
like any other Indians of North America, The 
name “Siwash”, by which they are commonly dis- 
tinguished from the plains Indians, is a corruption 
of the French word “sauvage”, which the early ex- 
plorers naturally applied to them, It is not a native 
name. They do not look at all like the plains In- 
dians but like Orientals and, though their history is 
so obscure that it is impossible to trace their origin, 
this seems to prove beyond doubt that they are 
sprung from some such stock. most probably the Jap- 
anese. Tt is a fact that if a Siwash and a Japanese 
are dressed alike, one van hardly tell them apart. 

How these people erassed the Pacific is a mys- 
tery. Perhaps they are the survivors of some hap- 
less armada blown across the ocean in some bygone 
age. Perhaps they deliberately sailed across, like 
Columbuses of the East. Perhaps they crossed by 
the ice of the Bering Straits. Anyhow. there they 
are. 

There are many other points of resemblance be- 
tween the Siwash and the Oriental, Like the primi- 
tive Japanese, the Siwashes live by hunting and fish- 
ing and are much on the water—in fact, their canoes 
are to them what the horse was to the Sioux. Like 
the primitive Japanese, again, and unlike the plains 
Indians, they do not live in tents but in houses, which, 
moreover, are of very similar architecture to those 
of the Flowery Kingdom, though built of wood. And, 
like the Japanese, they are a very poetic people, with 
a prolific and beautiful folk-lore. 

But the most remarkable distinction enjoyed by 
the Siwashes is their art, which does not resemble 
that of any other race--certainly not that of any 
other American Indians. Of this, conventional real- 
ism sounds the key-note. Their buildings are richly 
and fantastically carved.  Theit ceremonial dresses 
are equally elaborate. They delight in bold effects 
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infant Siwash, 
and bright colors, especially i: red, blue and green; 
used in conjunction with black and white. 

The striking feature of Siwash art is found in 
their grotesquely carved and painted totem poles,-— 
which are placed before the houses. These poles, 
made to represent a column of diabolical birds anc 
beasts standing one above the other, form what is 
literally a family tree, the various totems telling the 
story of the ancestry of the people living in the house 
behind them. The Siwashes also manufacture weira 
images resembling the idols of African tribes, which 
are intended to exercise various su; #antural powers, 
such as the driving away of evil spfrits. 

The Siwashes of past times were, in some in- 
stances, a war-like lot, fond of fighting and bloog- 
shed. Occasionally, if tradition speaks truth, they 
put their decorative ability to sinister use. There is 
a story, well vouched for, of a festive meeting be- 
tween two tribes which had called a truce in their 
otherwise perpetual feud. One tribe invited the other 
to a friendly banquet in the community dining-hall. 
The architect, after the fashion of natives, who glory 
in complicating simple things, had so designed the 
hall that the only entrance was through the beak of 
an enormous wooden bird forming the fascade. Nw 
one outside could see or hear what was going on 
within the walls. Every one who entered had to do 
so alone and head first. In turn, the guests scrambled 
into the beak and vanished, until all had entered. 
None of them ever came out. Their treacherous 
hosts within, armed with clubs, gave each man his 
quictus as soon as his head appeared. > 

An extremely elever way of getting rid of objec- 
tionable folk with the least possible inconvenience, 
though not one which appeals to Christian men! 

Today the coastal Indians are quiet and law-abia- 
ing citizens of Canada. But fine specimens of their 
picturesque art may still be seen at several villages 
not far from Vancouver and Vietoria.
